HOLY  DAYS'  SERMONS  EMPHASIZE 
BIG  CURRENT  CRITICAL  ISSUES

Rosh  Hashanah  was  ushered  in  at  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  last  week 
once  again,  in  dignity  and  in  solemn  awareness  of  the  unusual  opportunity 
men  have  to  live  in  times  like  these,  and  to  help  in  the  fashioning  of  a  better 
world.  The  prayer,  the  music,  the  sermons,  indeed,  the  very"  atmosphere 
which  surrounded  the  worship  of  the  Congregation,  young  and  old  alike, 
reflected  the  profound  joy  and  determination  to  carry  into  every  corner  of 
our  everyday  lives  the  age-old  injunction  of  the  prophet  Micah,  “to  do  justly, 
to  love  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  .  .  .

Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg 

In  his  sermon  for  the  first  morning 
Rabbi  Steinberg,  in  a  brilliantly  ana¬ 
lytical  sermon,  entitled  “A  Message 
for  the  Disillusioned exposed  our 
present-day  world  and  ourselves  to 
the  full  view  of  critical  observation 
in  an  almost  ruthless  fashion.  He 
hearkened  back  to  the  days  of  Tom 
Paine  in  his  implication  that  these 
too  are  times  that  try  men’s  souls. 

In  offering  his  analysis  and  solu¬ 
tion,  Rabbi  Steinberg  said,  in  part: 

“It  cannot  be  denied;  there  is  an 
air  of  listlessness  and  disillusionment 
about  us  as  we  assemble  for  High 
Holy  day  worship  this  year.  We  feel 
let  down.

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KERTZER  IS  INSTALLED 
AS  ASSOCIATE  RABBI 

Before  a  capacity  congregation  as¬ 
sembled  to  do  him  honor,  Rabbi 
Morris  N.  Kertzer  was  installed  as 
Associate  Rabbi  of  the  Congregation 
on  September  20th,  during  a  special 
Friday  evening  service. 

Judge  Bernard  A.  Botein,  who 
served  as  master  of  ceremonies,  set 
the  warm  tone  of  the  occasion  in  an 
address  which  pointed  out,  with 
humor  and  grace,  the  difficulties  that 
had  faced  the  committee  which  was 
charged  with  the  task  of  finding  a 
fitting  associate  to  Rabbi  Milton 
Steinberg.  He  made  it  clear  that  the 
congregation  was  small  enough  to  be 
an  intimate  group,  and  he  welcomed 
Rabbi  Kertzer  into  the  family  with 
affectionate  regard. 

Rabbi  Louis  Finkelstein,  President 
of  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary, 
stressed  the  unique  qualification 
Rabbi  Kertzer  has  to  interpret  one 
generation  to  another,  in  view  of  the 
work  he  has  done  with  students,  and 
with  the  army,  and  welcomed  his 
coming  to  this  Congregation. 

His  address  was  followed  by  a 
beautiful,  special  musical  program 
rendered  by  Cantor  David  Putterman. 

In  his  cordial  welcome  to  his  new 
colleague,  Rabbi  Steinberg  made  it 
clear  that  while  their  outlook  was 
similar,  their  points  of  view  were  not 
identical,  a  fact  which  would  un¬ 
doubtedly  enrich  the  Congregation’s 
outlook.  With  Rabbi  Kertzer’s  quali¬ 
fications,  the  congregation  should 
take  its  rightful  place  in  civic  and 
Jewish  communal  life,  which  it  it  has 
not  done  sufficiently  in  the  past,  he 
said.  Rabbi  Kertzer  acknowledged 
his  welcome  and  stressed  his  happi¬ 
ness  at  being  able  to  work  in  our 
midst.  He  referred  to  standards  of 
worthwhile  Jewish  living,  and  the 
need  to  adhere  to  them  while  at  the 
same  time  evaluating  them.  Offering 
a  credo  for  our  times  and  the  role  of 
Rabbi  in  the  community,  he  said: 

“To  be  effective,  the  pulpit  must 
compete  with  life  itself.  Twentieth 
century  living  is  replete  with  drama¬ 
tic  color,  with  picturesqueness,  with  a 
vibrant  aliveness.  Unless  the  modern 
preacher  has  these  gifts,  he  will  leave 
no  impact  on  the  thinking  of  his  con¬ 
gregation.

NOTES  ON  HIGH 
HOLY  DAY  MUSIC

Kol  Nidrei,  with  which  the  holiest 
of  Jewish  festivals  is  ushered  in,  typi¬ 
fies  the  mood  of  prayer  for  forgive¬ 
ness.  Its  musical  origin  is  unknown, 
and  there  is  some  reason  to  believe 
that  parts  of  the  chant  date  back  to 
the  days  of  the  Palestinian  Temple. 
The  traditional  mode  is  used,  com¬ 
bined  with  a  few  of  the  developments 
added  by  Max  Bruch,  famous  19th 
century  composer. 

In  the  Musa f  service  on  Yom  Kip- 
pur  day,  the  Vnsaneh  Tokef  prayer 
is  carried  over  from  Rosh  Hashonah. 
It  is  in  the  nature  of  an  idealization 
of  God  as  all-powerful,  all-merciful, 
and  all-knowing.  The  Synagogue  rit¬ 
ual  follows  the  musical  text  of  Zavel 
Zilberts,  one  of  the  greatest  of  He¬ 
brew  liturgical  composers. 

Mr.  Zilberts’  contributions  to  pres¬ 
ent  day  synagogue  music  have  always 
been  based  on  the  nusach,  the  tradi¬ 
tional  prayer  modes.  Through  his 
expert  musicianship  he  has  been  able 
to  weave  an  even  greater  beauty  and 
power  into  his  musical  offerings. 

The  Avodah,  another  part  of  the 
Musaf  service,  symbolizes  the  com¬ 
plete  humility  of  all  Israel  before  the 
Lord.  In  ancient  days,  the  High  Priest 
alone  was  permitted  to  enter  the  Holy 
of  Holies,  while  all  others  prostrated 
themselves  before  the  Ark.  Today, 
the  Rabbis  and  the  Cantor  offer  this 
tribute  of  prostration  for  the  entire 
Congregation,  when  they  bow  in 
prayer. 

The  Neilah,  or  closing  service, 
brings  the  Yom  Kippur  prayers  to  a 
conclusion.  It  usually  begins  at  about 
4:30  P.M.,  and  the  congregation 
prays  for  guidance  and  sustenance  in 
the  year  ahead,  while  the  Ark  re¬ 
mains  open,  as  a  symbol  of  the  Di¬ 
vine  wish  for  the  return  of  Israel  to 
the  ways  of  the  truly  religious  life. 
With  the  approach  of  dusk  the  great 
crescendo  led  by  Cantor  and  choir, 
and  beginnnig  with  the  Shmah  Yisro- 
el,  and  closing  with  the  blowing  of 
the  Shofar  in  a  Tekiah  Gedoloh  (The 
Great  Tekiah ),  ends  the  service  on  a 
note  of  prayerful  hope  and  desire  for 
the  good  life.

being  let-down  is  the  disillusionment 
with  ideals  which  all  of  us  have  ex¬ 
perienced  recently,  the  fact  that  our 
high  expectations  for  the  world, 
America,  the  Jewish  people,  have  not 
only  not  been  realized,  but  seem  now, 
after  a  war  fought  on  their  behalf, 
less  realizable  that  ever. 

“But  disillusionment,  no  matter 
how  warranted,  is  no  mere  mood,  it 
is  a  disease  of  the  soul.  Like  any 
disease,  it  is  attended  by  a  blurring 
of  the  senses.  We  either  see  things 
darker  than  they  are  or  refuse  to  look 
at  them  altogether.  Like  any  disease, 
disillusionment  is  attended  by  a  loss 
of  energy  if  not  a  total  paralysis. 
How  many  of  us  have  been  brought 
by  dejection  to  passivity  on  social 
matters,  or  if  we  exert  ourselves  at 
all,  it  is  only  feebly. 

“But  how  is  the  world  to  be  re¬ 
deemed  if  those  who  care  for  its  re¬ 
demption  are  too  disheartened  to  face 
facts  or  too  listless  to  put  up  a  fight 
for  the  right?  Disillusionment  is  a 
disease,  and  like  any  other  disease,  it 
imperils  life.  We  must  deal  with  it, 
resist  it,  overcome  it,  or  we  perish 
and  the  world  with  us. 

“We  are  Jews.  This  is  the  day  of 
return  to  Judaism.  Let  us  then  look  to 
the  faith  of  our  fathers  for  guidance 
in  dealing  with0  our  emotional  prob¬ 
lem. 

“There  is  in  the  Jewish  religion  an 
especial  temper,  or  tone,  the  spirit 
of  which  may  be  described  as  ‘ought- 
mindedness.’  Judaism  is  unique  in 
being  forever  dominated  by  what 
ought  to  be,  possessed  by  it,  indeed 
obsessed  by  it. 

“The  very  God-idea  of  Judaism 
may  be  in  part  the  manifestation  of 
this  trait.  The  prophets  were  not 
philosophers.  They  did  not  arrive  at 
their  faith  by  logic  and  argument.  If 
they  came  to  believe  that  behind  the 
universe  stood  a  moral  Being,  it  was 
in  no  slight  measure  because  that  is 
the  way  the  universe  ought  to  be. 

“This  ought-mindedness  expresses 
itself  first  of  all  in  a  resolute  refusal 
to  make  peace  with  any  reality  that 
falls  short  of  the  ‘ought’.  The  second 
facet  is  that  Judaism  not  only  rejects 
what  is  evil,  it  insists  on  active  ef¬ 
forts  to  achieve  the  good.  Jews  were 
always  too  busy  doing  God’s  will  to 
worry  about  whether  it  would  prevail. 
They  did  their  best,  and  as  for  the 


outcome,  that  was  His  business,  not 
theirs. 

“This  is  a  day  of  return  to  Juda¬ 
ism.  If  so,  let  us  return  to  Judaism's 
most  essential  principle,  ought-mind- 
edness.  Let  us  renew  for  ourselves  the 
covenant  of  our  fathers: 

“With  evil  no  compromise;  to  the 
‘ought’  alone  our  assent;  but  the  as¬ 
sent  not  merely  of  heart  and  head, 
but  of  hand  and  life;  then,  the  utmost 
done,  a  touch  of  trust.  In  this  spirit 
let  us  approach  the  issues  of  our  time 
and  see  what  becomes  of  them”. 

Rabbi  Kertzer  carried  through  the 
theme  of  man’s  ability  to  deal  with 
the  material  and  spiritual  problems 
confronting  him  in  the  modern  world, 
in  his  second  morning  message  on 
“ The  Art  of  Maturity .”  Rabbi  Kertzer 
skillfully  drew  attention  to  the  fact 
that,  while  much  of  our  intellectual 
lives  embodies  adult  thinking  and  in¬ 
telligent  decisions,  our  religious  and 
broadly  moral  lives  are  not  charac¬ 
terized  by  the  same  willingness  to  use 
the  powers  of  observation  and  critici- 
cism  which  are  among  mankind’s 
most  precious  gifts. 

In  developing  his  approach,  Rabbi 
Kertzer  declared  there  are  seven  char¬ 
acteristics  that  mark  the  man  of 
maturity : 

“He  must  be  willing  to  accept  the 
consequences  of  his  own  acts.  The 
polarity  of  Jewish  and  German  pjiil- 
osophy  is  best  seen  in  the  prayer 
whieh  we  utter  to-day:  Because  of 
our  sins  we  have  suffered  .  .  .  How 
completely  different  from  the  post¬ 
war  German  attitude  which  is  unwill¬ 
ing  to  accept  responsibility  for  its 
present  misery. 

“The  mature  man  must  be  willing 
to  make  sacrifices;  to  give  of  himself, 
as  Isaac  was  ready  to,  for  his  father’s 
demands. 

“The  mature  mind  recognizes  its 
own  limitations,  is  able  to  recognize 
and  make  peace  with  its  own  short¬ 
comings. 

“Most  difficult  of  all  is  to  grow 
up  religiously.  The  modern  intellec¬ 
tual  often  carries  a  God-image  and 
conception  of  religion  that  is  on  a 
third-grade  level.  Most  of  the  cyni¬ 
cism  that  marks  our  leaders  of  science 
is  to  be  traced  to  their  religious  im¬ 
maturity. 

“The  mature  man  knows  where  he 
is  going.  He  sets  up  the  goals  of  his 
life,  and  maintains  both  coherence 
and  consistency  in  his  thinking. 

“The  mature  mind  is  able  to  dis¬ 
criminate  between  the  trivial  and  the 
important  in  life.

The  crowd  of  250  peo¬ 
ple  present  were  pleased  with  the 
League’s  plans  for  the  season,  which 
were  announced  by  Mr.  Dudley 
Greenstein,  the  organization’s  presi¬ 
dent.
